- In Exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (4) of Section 10 of the Kerala Public Men ( Prevention of Corrup 
tion ) Act, 1983 (6 of 1984) the Governor of Kerala , in consultation with 
the Commission , hereby make the following rules, namely : 


RULES 


CHAPTER I 

Preliminary 
1 . Short title and commencement.— ( 1) These Rules may be called the 
Kerala Public Men ( Prevention of Corruption ) Procedure for Preliminary 
Investigation of Petitions Rules, 1984 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2. Definitions. — (1). In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(a ) " Act” means the Kerala Public Men (Prevention of Corrup 
tion ) Act, 1983 (6 of 1984) ;

(b ) " Civil Rules of Practice” means the Civil Rules of Practice for 
the time being in force to regulate the procedure and practice in the 
subordinate Civil Courts in the State ; 

(c) " Criminal Rules of Practice” means the Criminal Rules of 
Practice , for the time being in force to regulate the procedure and practice 
in the subordinate criminal courts in the State ; 

-(d ) “ Petition " means a petition presented to the Commission under 
section 8 ; 

(e ) " Secretary" means the Secretary to the Commission appointed 
under section 7 ; : 

(f) " Section " means a Section of the Act ; 

(g ) " Form ” means a Form appended to these rules. 

( 2) Words and expressions used but not defined in these rules and 
defined in the Act, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in the Act. 


CHAPTER II 


Preliminary action on receipt of complaint, etc. 
3. Registering of Petitions. - On receipt of a petition , the Secretary (herein 
after in this Chapter referred to as the " registering authority” ) shall scru 
tinise it and if he is satisfied that the petition is in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act and the rules made thereunder, he shall direct the 
petition to be registered in a register maintained for that purpose. 

4. Defects in Petition . If the registering authority finds that the petition 
is not according to the Act or the rules or is otherwise defective, he shall 
.postpone the registration of the petition and inform the petitioner in 
Form A to rectify the defects within a specified time and after such compli 
ance he shall direct the petition to be registered . 

5. Effect of non-compliance.-- If the necessary requirements are 
complied with within the time specified under rule 4 or such further time 
as the registering authority may allow , the petition shall be placed before 
the Commission and the Commission may summarily reject such petition 
or pass such other order as it deems fit in the circumstances of the case. 

6. Acknowledgement of petition . — After any petition is registered, the 
registering authority or any other officer of the Commission empowered in 
that behalf by the registering authority , shall send to the petitioner an acknow , 
ledgcinent in Form B informing him that his petition has been registered. 
and giving him the number of the petition .

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CHAPTER III 


General 


7 . Investigation and Procedure.- ( 1) On the registering of a petition 
under Chapter II, the Secretary shall without delay place the case before 
the Commission to fix a date of hearing . On the date of hearing being fixed , 
the Secretary shall send an intimation thercof in Form C to the petitioner 
and to the Public man hereinafter called the respondent by registered post 
with acknowledgement due . Along with the notice of hearing issued to 
the respondent, a copy of the petition shall also be sent. 

(2) The notice shall call upon the parties to appear either in person 
or through counsel before the Commission . 

(3). Whenever any petition is opposed , the grounds of opposition 
shall be reduced to writing and filed before the Commission in duplicate 
on the first date of hearing or any other date to which the petition may be 
adjourned for the purpose . 

8. Adjournment and advancement of hearing.- ( 1) If there is no sitting of 
the Commission on the date fixed for hearing or if that day happens to be 
a holiday, the petition posted to that day shall be adjourned 
to a definite date by the Commission on the next working day and 
the adjourned date shall be notified in the notice board of the Conmission 
over the signature of the Secretary. 

( 2) The Commission may at any stage either suo motu or on the 
application of any party adjourn the hearing of any petition to a definitc 
date . 

( 3) Every adjournment granted at a sitting shall be announced forth 
with and any adjournment otherwise granted by the Commission shall be 
notified in the notice board of the Commission over the signature of the 
Secretary 

(4 ) The date fixed for hearing may be advanced by the Commission , 
cither suo motu or on the application of any party. Notice of such appli. 
cation shall be given to the opposite party before it is heard and if the 
hearing is advanced to any date, that date shall be announced at the sitting 

9. Hearing:-(1 ) Where on the date fixed for hearing or on any 
other date to which the hearing may be adjourned , any party does not appear 
when the petition is called on fór hearing, the Commissiou may dispose 
of the petition ex -parte . 

(2) . On the date fixed for hearing or on any other date to which 
the hearing may be adjourned , the petitioner shall ordinarily be licard first 
in support of the petition . The respondent, if necessary. shall be licant 
next and in such a case the party first heard shall be entitled to reply . 


10. Restoration.- (1) : Where a petition is disposed of ex -parte , any 
absentee party, if aggrieved may apply to the Commission , with notice to 
the opposite party, within 30 days from the date of the order for restoring 
such petition to the file and, where it shown to the satisfaction of the Com 
mission that the party was prevented by sufficient cause from appearing 
when the petition was called on for hearing on the previous occasion , the 
Commission shall restore the same and proceed with it. 


( 2) The provisions of Section 5 of the Limitation Act, 1983, (Central 
Act 36 of 1963) shall be applicable to such applications. 


11. Order of the Commission.— (1) After the preliminary investigation 
and hearing of every petition , the Commission shall pass an order recording 
its finding whether immediately or on some subsequent date , of which notice 
shall be given to the parties . 

( 2 ) Every order shall be dated and signed by the Chairman and 
Members of the Commission . If the Chairman or a Member dissents, he 
shall - record his opinion and order, separately . 

(3) Every order of the Commission shall be in writing and shall 
bear the seal of the Commission . 


12. Extension of time.-- Except as otherwise expressly provided in the 
Act or in these rules, where any period is fixed or granted by the Commis 
sion for the doing of any act, the Commission may, in its discretion , from 
time to time extend such period , even though the period originally fixed or 
granted might have expired , 


CHAPTER IV 


Miscellaneous 


13. Documents produced before the Commission .-- All documents produced 
before the Commission for hearing of any petition shall be got back from 
the Secretary, on application by the party who produced them within three 
months from the date of final order of the Commission on the petition and 
if not so taken back within the specified time, the Commission shall not be 
responsible for any loss of, or damage to the documents. 


14. Safe.Custody of Document, etc. If any party to the investigation files 
a document or documents in his support or if any file or document is called 
for by the Commission and if the Commission considers it necessary in the 
interests of its or their safety it may specially direct the Secretary to take 
the document or documents in his charge and safe custody , subject to further 
orders in that behalf. 
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15. Examination and cross examination of witnesses.- (1 ) Subject to such 
direction as may be given by the Commission during the course of hearing , 
each party may examine himself and his witnesses and cross-examine the 
opposite party and the witnesses examined by that party : 

Provided that, if any cross-examination is irrelevant or is unduly lengthy 
or is otherwise improper, the Commission may disallow the whole or any 


part of it. 


The Commission may , suo motu summon any person as witness 
or require any person to produce or cause production of any document 
before the Commission . 


16. Administering Oath and recording of evidence.- ( 1) . The Commission 
or an Officer empowered by it may administer oath to every person examined 
during any investigation under the Act. 

(2 ) The Commission may cause the recording of the evidence given 
by each person examined by it. 

17 . Interpreters.- (1) The Commission may in special cases appoint 
an interpreter or interpreters, who shall be paid remuneration at such rate 
as may be fixed by the Commission . 

(2) The interpreter shall take oath in the following form : 
" I do swear in the name ofGod /solemnly affirm that I will truly interpret 
all questions put to and evidence given by witnesses and translate correctly 
and accurately all documents given to me for translation . 


18 . Witness Summons and Process. If either party wants any witness 
to be summoned he shall pay process fee , Travelling allowances and Daily 
allowance at the rates prescribed in the Civil Rules of Practice. 

19. Witness summons. - Save as otherwise provided or in the absence 
of any other specific order in that behalf, summons to witness may be in 
Form D. 


20. Residuary Provision . - Save as otherwise provided by the Act and 
these Rules wherever necessary the provision of the Criminal Rules of Pra 
ctice for the time being in force shall mutatis mutandis apply .

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Explanatory Note 
( This note is not part of the notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

According to Sub Section (1) of Section 8 of the Kerala Public Men 
( Prevention of Corruption ) Act, 1983 any person other than a public servant 
or a Service Association or a Trade Union man present a petition to the 
Commission requesting that any allegation of corruption against any public 
man specified in such petition may be investigated under this Act. Under 
Sub Section (4 ) of Section 10 of the Act the procedure for conducting any 
such investigation has to be prescribed . 

The notification is intended to achieve this object.
